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HE French list in this issue was compiled by a committee 

of the American library in Paris, under the direction cof 
Mr. Burton E. Stevenson and with the collaboration of various 
prominent French critics and men of letters. It is of interest 
to consider the basis upon which their selection was made. 
Four books are the most important recent publications giving 
the French point of view on various subjects now at issue 
between France and the United States. Six are by established 
authors representing’ the best contemporary French literature. 
There are eight outstanding novels, carefully selected with a 
view to their use in the United States. The Booklist would 
like to know which titles on this list are of the kind most 
needed by American libraries. Does the French reading public 
ask for informative books, books on esthetic subjects, or does 
it wish merely to be entertained? Is a list selected as this 
one has been the kind librarians wish to have? There is no 
question of its general value. What is its value to libraries? 


IBRARIES have long expressed a wish for good histories 

of the United States in the languages of immigrants. The 
Youngstown Public Library has made an excellent beginning 
at filling this need with the publication of Amerika: nasa vlast, 
which is a history of the United States in Slovak. This is a 
condensation of W. J. Long’s book America, our country. It 
is illustrated with drawings and includes eight short biogra- 
phies of great Americans. The book has been favorably re- 
viewed in a number of Slovak newspapers, and should be found 
useful in every library which has Slovaks among its patrons. 
It is for sale at the Youngstown Public Library for one dollar 
and fifty cents.
